II . S UBSTANCE OF THE MEETING: . .. . 

h«sidT* rannort.- I had invited Caravel to my house for a dinner ana 
hTc~ C ~~1 also. attend. This lent itself to some 

informal conversation and Caravel held forth on his life, as a boy in the Westerwald, 
some family reunion plans for the 80th birthday of his mother, some, of his exploits 
as a stydent in Paris etc\ I felt that th4 setting at the house in a leisurely atmosphere 
lent itself well to establish a rapport* particularly in the cultural field, whicn 
appears to be a great need to Caravel worthwhile anc helpful. • £/ 

Dinner conversation was equally light and chatty as 'it was informal. There was every 
indication that Caravel enjoyed himself. In fact as he left 'he felt oblige tea ana 
so indicated, by saying that he codld not very well cook a. dinner as a bachelor, but 
he hoped to have all of us to a cold buffet,.;. Considering that he is a relatively 
recent widower, it is believed that the atmosphere of an evening like this one is 
something he really enjoys. • 

Follwoing dinner CH H3and myself sat down to. coffee and cognacs with him anc 
spent over fan hour in a discussion. .He opened the discussion /with the statement that 
his boss DULLIEN had been definitely and formally told tha't . with the approval of the 
new LAUFBAHN for the BKA which is expected momentarily, he Duilien rould have to 
retire, as he is overage ingrade for the top position. -.(Dullien is 63 and the top age 
limit for police officers is 60) I asked'Caravel pointblahk, whether this meant he 
would move into the top spot anc he said no, he had no such expectations. He did 
expect to continue as vice president in the new. grade. 

Caravel had no new information on Bruekner or the latte:*s decision on the CAVATA job. 

The rest of the period was devoted to a discussion of investigative procedures of the 
Federal Republic with respect to it» spersonnei, specifically, the Beamten and the 
BeasurectaksaztezinsurB yxa butiauu. the matter of internal security. I broached this 
subject in gene- al terms in viewof recent headquarters requirements and with a view towards 
laying the foundation for specific retirements and questions. Provisions for the 
investigation of applicants for federal positions wriginatec with the cabinet at the 
time the federal government was formed in 19 55. Current regulations which are no longer 
public were formulated by the ministry of the interior. The provisions for the invest igatioi 
of job applicants to federal jobs have also been adapted by the Laender and one might 
say that they are uniform t hr ought Western Germany/ Th« adherenfie to regulations anc 
the ir a pplication and execution is undoubtedly another matter." Basically and application. 
ixxiAkjx provic s the usual basic data on ain applicant and he must supply necessary 
proof of his claimed professional qualifications. This would included proof of acacemic 
and other achievements, a check is made to verify jaadaboum bonafides and character of 
the applicant x a dxkri This includes an Einwohnermeldeuat: check through the police, 
a check of the police records anf a check' of the Straf register. It includes a cneck of 
references and in some cases a chec^ of independent informants such as neighbors. 

Thi, represents in rough outline the "investigative procedure "..with regard to any 
applicant and would form the basi? dataifor an 'dntial 201 type personnel! file. 

It was given by Csravei in broad outline and stated by him to be the basic procedure 
followed by the federal government aid the laender* K« implied; that verification of data 
supplied by the individual r-- s done rather minutely. He stated further that investigation 
took a lot of time anc also implied that it was sometimes "luckenhaft" or containecueaEs. 
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Intermingled in the discussion was a description of "security* investigation. 

Responsibility for such investigation and the granting of 'clearances for access to 
classified information rests with the ministry of the Interior, In the Ministry with 
Abteilung VI (Offent.liche Sicherheit) and specifically v;ith Referat VI A 1 unoer Dr. 
Cellarius. This is individual fairly well known to Caravel. This section is cnarged cth 
Security investigations for access to classified information by German Officials and 
personnell. The degree of investigation depends on the degree of classified infromation 
to which the applicant has access. Caravel tried to imply that iduapnmJtMaixttxmiCt 
the application of the need to know principle was mofet extensively used in orae. tc 
reduce the number of people with access to each category of information, the number 
becoming less as the classification became higher. 

In the investigation for clearance to a ccess for classified information exsiting records 
of the Allies were checked foi those categories involving NATO clearances. It was not 
quite clear as to what category required check with Allied records where this was not the 
case. As of today all applicants and also those checked for accesss to classifiea inof 
who are more than forty years old are cnecked against BDC records and those at Lubwigsburg. 
Evry year the jahrgang to whom this applies is upped onthe gfouncs that the younger men 
obviously could not be affected by Nazi affiliation ana crimes. Caravel xjuuc« deprecate a tne 
FDC records at this time, saying that most of the information that came from there was 
too limited and stereotyped. He felt that Most german CSC personaell nac bven checked out 
an it's files examined for security implications., so that in laterla transfers from 
coitions in the lancer to others in the bundesregierung or in promotions cases the files 
did not need reexamination. The only additional investigations were those orginitating 
from the need to upgrade a fellow's clearances and theis was a long an- tedious process. 
While trying to indicate that this process was pretty thorough anc the adhereance to 
clearance in the release of alassifiec material was pretty thorough , he told a tale of 
having had no trouble in getting access to installations in Fountainebleau for wnicii he 
had no clearance. Seemingly his german sponsor there ana the frenchman took tne existance 
of a clearance for granted. 



CO^'CLISIONF: The above represents a very rambling account of a conversation on an 

important topic. It was the first time the subject was raised, the a » g fxfcta ao apada 

Jdacxxx3da±±Hgxxx]£Ert The discussion was about as rambling as the report covering it. 

I wanted to first of all establish the area of knowledge on the subject by Caravel. 

It appears most certainly very extensive anc authoritative an- I* a sure he has access 
to records etc which one will need to co er the subject comprehensively. ' 

I intend to discuss the topic on my next trip to Bonn, determine what aspects are being 
covered by them, to sort the various aspects of the topic ana carefully prepare and" 
agenda for the next several meetings in order. to come away with a comprehnsefl.ve picture. 
As of the moment I consider above just astart ana that probably several m «tin b s ana 
some homework will be necessary to get ti.e topic properly covered. 

Caravel seems to have appreciatec t:.e dinner, the company anc hintec that he wouic like 
to have everyone to his apartment sometime in the fut ure for a cloc supper. Since his 
wife’s ceath he seems to be interestec. in this kind of realtionship ai a we certainly in 
tend to follow up on it.
